The  entering  class  appears  to  be  well 
above  the  average.  Almost  all  took  the 
Scholastic  Aptitude  Tests,  with  the  re- 
sults higher  than  they  ha\e  been  be- 


fore. (The  median  verbal  score  is  up 
9 points  over  a year  ago,  and  14  points 
over  the  class  entering  in  1957.)  One 
freshman  in  eight  is  related  to  an 
alumna,  which  is  very  welcome  news 
indeed. 

The  total  number  of  people  who  of- 
fered to  help  by  serving  as  alumnae 
interviewers  this  past  year  was  118. 
You  conducted  102  interview's,  and 
forty-fi\e  of  the  freshmen  now  on  this 
campus  came  as  a result  of  your  assist- 
ance. Some  had  no  interviews,  some  as 
many  as  seven.  To  all  of  you  w'e  are 
very  grateful. 

New  Faculty  Already  Making 
Contributions 

In  the  last  issue  of  the  Bulletin 
you  read  about  the  new  members  of  the 
faculty’  w’ho  planned  to  join  us  this 
fall.  They  are  now  here  and  already 
making  a great  contribution  to  Pine 
Manor.  Since  a college  can  be  only  as 
strong  as  its  people,  and  since  these 
new  men  and  women  are  very  impor- 
tant additions  to  a group  that  was  al- 
ready well  above  the  average,  it  is 


proper  to  mention  their  coming  here. 
However,  their  contributions  will  be 
made  in  classes  and  on  the  campus,  and 
nothing  I could  say  in  this  article 
would  give  you  a fair  measure  of  their 
strength.  I do  hope  that  you  can  come 
back  to  meet  them. 

Changes  Include  New  Music  Studios 

Buildings  and  grounds  received  much 
more  attention  this  past  summer  than 
has  been  true  in  recent  years.  As  a re- 
sult all  houses  are  in  good  shape.  Some 
of  these  developments  will  be  of  par- 
ticular interest  to  you. 

First,  we  are  in  the  process  of  con- 
structing a wing  on  Pine  Cottage, 
which  has  been  completely  renovated 
as  the  headquarters  of  our  music  activi- 
ties. The  addition  was  designed  by 
Marilyn  Fraser,  a Boston  architect,  and 
is  very  lovely.  It  is  to  be  two  stories 
high  and  will  house  four  studios,  the 
largest  of  which  will  be  22  feet  by  26 
feet.  Since  this  is  the  hrst  new  con- 
struction since  the  completion  of  the 
Alumnae  Library  in  1957  it  will  be  of 
much  interest  to  all  of  you,  I presume. 
This  will  give  us  one  of  the  finest  sepa- 
rate music  buildings  among  the  top 
junior  colleges.  As  1 write  this,  the 
first  concrete  piers  have  already  been 
poured  and  we  should  see  the  structure 
in  use  by  Christmas  if  all  goes  as 
planned. 

Second,  Woodlands,  the  former  mu- 
sic building  on  Grove  Street,  has  been 
converted  into  a dormitory.  The  excit- 
ing feature  of  this  project  is  that  en- 
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tircly  new  furniture  has  been  procured 
for  this  unit,  and  it  is  decorated  in 
yood  taste  throughout.  Be  sure  to  put 
it  on  your  list  of  things  to  see  when 
you  next  come  to  the  campus. 

Third,  we  are  in  the  process  ot  com- 
pleting the  large  and  very  handsome 
basement  room  of  the  Alumnae  Li- 
brary, using  funds  given  us  this  past 
summer  by  interested  parents.  The  re- 
sulting area  will  be  used  for  many  types 
of  exhibitions  and  as  a place  for  infor- 
mal study.  It  is  fair  to  say  that  it  will 
be  one  of  the  most  beautiful  places  of 
its  kind  in  any  college,  and  it  will  add 
much  to  the  tremendous  usefulness  of 
the  Alumnae  Library'.  This  new  room 
should  be  opened  to  students  on  or 
about  December  1.  We  shall  try  to 
give  you  a picture  or  two  in  the  next 
issue  of  the  Bulletin  to  let  you  see 
how  these  developments  look. 

Fourth,  we  managed  to  locate 
enough  idle  space  on  the  campus  to 
give  each  of  our  full-time  faculty  an 
othce  or  exclusive  classroom  to  ser\e  as 
an  office.  There  are  now  five  offices  for 
teachers  in  the  library,  six  in  Westlea, 
and  five  in  Morrill  House.  Construc- 
tion of  the  latter  was  made  possible  by 
moving  student  publications  quarters 
to  the  second  floor  of  the  Stack,  and 
the  dispensary  to  the  infirmary,  where 
we  now  have  a true  health  center. 

The  opening  of  these  offices  coin- 
cided with  the  launching  of  a new 
counselling  program  in  which  each  old- 
timer  on  the  faculty  takes  responsibility 
for  guiding  a group  of  freshmen.  The

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experiment  seems  to  ha\e  proved  a 
great  success  in  its  first  few  days,  and, 
of  course,  the  faculty’  offices  will  play 
an  important  part  in  the  student- 
teacher  relationships  here  for  everyday- 
contacts. 

Another  development  that  will  in- 
terest those  of  you  who  remember  Grey- 
Lodge  is  the  growth  of  a fine  central 
business  office  in  the  basement.  There 
you  will  now  find  all  of  your  own  ad- 
dress stencils,  machines  to  prepare 
mailings,  and  machines  for  duplicating 
of  various  sorts.  All  faculty  go  there 
for  their  mail  nowadays,  and  the  en- 
trance vestibule  resembles  a standard 
post  office,  with  combination  boxes  and 
a mail  slot.  This  is  a far  cry  from  other 
days  when  equipment  was  scattered  or 
shared  with  the  other  schools.  We 
hope  that  it  all  adds  up  to  doing  the 


mechanical  things  better  and  thus  free- 
ing faculty  to  teach,  rather  than  to  fuss 
with  office  tasks. 

Fiftieth  Anniversary  To  Be  Celebrated 
in  1961 

The  class  that  entered  this  fall  will 
be  the  fiftieth  to  graduate  from  Pine 
Manor  when  its  members  cross  the 
Bardwell  stage  to  receive  diplomas  in 
June  of  1961.

Benjamin  Guernsey 

Benjamin  Wright  Guernse'i’ 
died,  at  the  age  of  eighty-one,  on 
August  13  in  South  Hero,  Vt.,  where 
he  made  his  home  after  his  retirement. 

Mr.  Guernsey  was  born  in  Towan- 
do,  Pa.,  and  in  1904  was  graduated 
from  Wesleyan  University.  Following 
his  graduation  from  college  he  came  to 
live  in  Wellesley  where,  for  many 
years,  he  w'as  associated  with  the 
Wellesley  National  Bank.  He  later 
joined  the  First  National  Bank  organ- 
ization and  was,  until  his  retirement, 
the  president  of  the  First  Boston  Cor- 
poration. 

Mr.  Guernsey  was  a neighbor  and 
close  friend  of  the  late  Helen  Temple 
Cooke  who  for  many  years  sought  his 
advice  on  financial  matters.  In  1944, 
at  the  request  of  Miss  Cooke,  he  be- 
came a member  of  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees of  the  Dana  Hall  Schools  and  later 
a member  of  the  Corporation.  Mr. 
Guernsey  was  deeply  interested  in  the 
progress  of  the  Schools  and  w'orked 
tirelessly  for  a continuation  of  the 
sound  financial  policies  expounded  by 
Miss  Cooke.

The  result  of  his  efforts  as  chairman 
of  the  Building  Committee  in  accom- 
plishing the  construction  of  the  new 
Dana  Hall  Classroom  Building  and  the 
new  Pine  Manor  Alumnae  Library  will 
be  a lasting  memorial  of  his  value  to 
the  Schools. 

The  Schools  have  lost  a good  friend 
and  adviser  with  the  passing  of  Mr. 
Guernsey,  and  his  wife  and  family 
have  our  deepest  sympathy.

Preliminary  results  based  on  87^r 
of  the  graduates  of  live  classes — ^1954- 
19‘)8 — indicate  that  approximately  60 
to  65%  have  transferred  to  colleges 
and  universities,  20  to  25 '"r  have  at- 
tended specialized  schcx)ls,  and  10  to 
15^r  have  had  no  further  formal  edu- 
cation. These  alumnae  have  attended 
nearly  ninety  institutions  which  grant 
a bachelor’s  degree.
